19G3, GERACIj age IS^, a sophomore at East Jeffexscn High 
School* I^etairiOj Louisiana* advised that at the tlwe he 
met OSV/ALD at the CSD he* GEKACI, was visiting that place 
for the first time for the purpose cf obtainiGg informs t ion 
regarding the CSD* which he had heard was an ant i-C ASTRO 
Cuban organization, GERACl stated that he discussed 
anti-CASTRO activities with a CARLOS BRINGIUS (phonetic)* 
who owned the Casa Roca Store, 107 Decatur Street, which 
was the 'headquarters for the anti-CASTEO organization, 
knov/n as the CSD, Acccmpaaying GEHACI at that time was a 
friend of his* VANCE BLALOCK* 5703 Bout a 11 Street, Metairie, 
Louisiana . 

T/hile talking with CARLOS BRINGIUS* an individual 
whose photograph GERACi advised was identical to LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD, came into the store and made inquiry of BRINGIUS 
regarding anti-CASTRO literature, 03V? AID expressed an 
interest in learning all about the CSD and indicated a 
desire to join the organization. Following a brief 
'-discussion of the CSD, its purposes and objectives, OSWALD 
became engaged in another conversation with GERACI and his 
friend, BLALOCK, GERACI recalls OSV?ALD^ mentioning that he 
had in his possession a Marine Guide Book which contained 
information regarding guerrilla tactics, firearms and other 
subjects- GERACI recalls mentioning to OSWALD that he, 

GERACI, had done a little reading regarding guerrilla warfare, 
after which OSWALD Informed him that he was familiar with 
various types of guerrilla tactics, OSWALD informed GERACI 
that he kneT/ enough about explosives to be able to blow up 
^the new bridge which crossed the Mississippi River from 
Kew Orleans to Algiers* Louisiana. OSWALD also mentioned 
that he knew how to derail a train which could easily be 
accomplished by placing a chain around the railroad tracks 
and securing it with a lock. 
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GERACI advised that the brief conversation with 
OSTrALD lasted about ter* or fifteen minutes, and that in 
addition to discussing the CSD and a brief discussion 
regarding guerrilla tactics, nothing else was discussed. 

He cannot recall OSWALD discussing Marxism, Communism 
or any other political philosophy at the time, GERACI 
recalls OSWALD mentioning that he was living on Magazine 
Street, exact address unrecalled, and also that he was lookin 
for a job. In addition, GEHACI advised that other than 
the brief conversation he had with OS7/ALD in July, 1963, 
he had no further contact with OSWALD and had not seen him 
since that time.

Cuban Student organisation, BLALOCK advised that when ho 
and GERACl arrived at tho CSD* located at tho Cas^ Ei>ca 
Store, 107 Decatur Street, they talked with a CARLOS 
BRIKGIUS (phonetic) who seemed to be the leader of the 
CSD, \/hilo discussing the purposes and activities of the 
CED, an individual whom 3LA10GK identified as being OSV/ALD, 
arrived at tho store, BLALOCK recalls OSWALD inquiring 
about the CED and express lug an interest to bacomo a 
member and to learn all ho could about the organi;^ation. 


BLALOCK advised that ho and his friend, GBRACl, 
had a brief conversation with OSV/ALD, regarding guorrilla 
operations, OSWALD inforn-.ed BLALOCK that he was a former 
Ziarino; that ho had a Larino Guido Book which he had road 
and in which he learned all about guerrilla opera t lens and 
^tactics. BLALOCK recalls OSV/ALD describing to him how 
easy it would be to derail a train, OSV/ALD told him that 
this could be accomplished by securing a chain with a lock 
and wrapping it around railroad tracks, BLALOCK also 
recalls OSV/ALD mentioning that he knew how to blow up 
bridges and also he knew how to make gun powder and a 
"ZIP"' gun, In^ addition, OSWALD mentioned that he knew all 
about guns but BLALOCK could not recall the exact details 
of what was discussed on the subject of guns . 


BLALOCK advised that his conversation with 
OSV/ALD lasted probably about fifteen minutes, and that 
OSWALD never discussed Communism, Marxism or any ether 
political philosophy. OSV/ALD appeared to him as being 
well educated and well read. Just prior to OSWALD leaving, 
he promised BLALOCK and GERACI that iu the near future he 
would let them borrow his Guide Book for Marines in which 
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th^y could obtain all the information they Y/anted regarding 
guerrilla warfare. The last thing BLALOCK could recall 
regarding his conversation with OSWALD was OSVfALD mentioning 
the new tI-14 rifle which OSV/LAD described to BLALOCK and 
informing BLALOCK that most of the Armed Services had this 
gun at the present time. Finally, BLALOCK stated he 
recalls OSWALD making some reference to Florida, but could 
furnish no details regarding comments OSWALD made in this 
regard, BLALOCK seemed to remember OSW’ALD mentionlDg 
something about him recently visiting the Casa Nostra 
(phonetic) a Cuban crgani 2 :ation in Florida, but his 
recollection was vague regarding further details in this 
matter . • 

BLALOCK stated that he has not seen OSWALD since 
his brief meeting with OSWALD in the latter part of July, 
1363, and could furnish no additional Information of any 
kind regarding OSWALD,

The 
only time I was free was ishen I was in schoo* Well, I hated home for a long tiiite 
before that. |- v© thought of running away since 7th grade and a few times L've 
been beat up by Mr* Gsraci and lots of timoa I felt like kiiling him and 1 
day dreamed about it. 

bp untn the middle of February, there wasn't much that 1 could do because 
i was llfto prison. But 1 made plans and decided to run away to the woods 

but i didn't know which woods. 

Once 1 was fi»ee I would see Kerry Per on a few times and I ' found out that 
he was from Xobeau, La. I thought that maybe 1 could go there, so E asked hitn 
what was Tobeau like and he told me all about his town. Also during this 

time 1 bought some camping stuff over to Rauls house. At first I told him 
that if we go camping together in the woods near hts house, then it would be 
easier, but he knew that I hated home so 1 suppose he guessed to what I was 
up to. 

During this time I also saved up money. V/oll, Mardj Gras, on March 2 
was a good oppurtnity to go bjit I didn't have everything, but I was going to 
leave anyway. My plan was this: I barely got permission to 90 to Mardi Gras 

with Mike Pelie (a friend of Steve Carl') but Steve and Mike didn't know that 
I wanted to runaw: *. Well, my parents would leave the house to go downtown* 
at 8:30 A.M. and .0 P. would come by in his car at 9 .DO or 9*30 A.M. Well,

So, the following week, 1 saw him, on Saturday, April 17 i had an appolntoment 
with the Pshyc tat rest, but he wasn't there, so the appointment was ©at for 
Tuesday, April 20, 

On Monday, April 19, Jerry Boyd and I rode around in hie car and we 
stopped at the White Elephant and 1 bought a suitcase for $4i00 and brought 
it to Steve Carl's house. All my stuff was at Steve's house and 1 did eome 
packing. 

Mext morning April 20, I went to Steve's house and called a Metry Cab 
from there. Then I left my books in his garage and picked up the suitcase whic 
was in his garage, I also left a letter thete saying goodbye to all my friends 
The cab took me to the Groyhoynd Station, 

Before I told all ray friends that ) would go to Hammond, but Instead 1 
went to McComb, Miss. My plan was to go to the woods, but when I got there 
I decided to go to Jackson, Miss, instead, so I did that. It cost about

That first night, I slept In the bus depot. The next morning, I wont looking 
for a job and got one at Shoncy's Coffee Shop, later that day I found the house 
on 1902 W. Captot.

April 29 • Then they got a permanent d E £hwas})er( I was Just a substitute). 

On Mey I \ became a curb ( 1 still worked at night). As dlehweshor I made 
$5,00 a night ©s curb boy 1 got 5^ comm Iso ion or about avg, $3-00 a night, 

I couldn't stay with that so I gtt a job at Jack's Hamburgera* 

I started at Jacks on or about May 6, I worked from 10 to 1I4.M* 

(depending on when the boso ©aidso) till about 10 or II P,M* everyday at 75# 
an hour. Notes A guy called Randy who worked at Shoney's asked me If I was 
a Red.) 

On May 16, Sunday I quit because i didn't like the owner. 

On May 17, Mon, I goofed around d&d my laundry etc. 

On May 18, Tuesday 1 applied MIdg. Products Industry (in^the morning). 

1 nodded 3 references though and 1 didn't have any In Jackson, ©o 1 dacided 
to go back to N.O. to see what references I could get. Besides I wanted to 
write a letter to my mother with K.O. postmerk on It, so thepoMoe couldn't 
trace it; I left that evening at about 61 CO P,M, and arrived at N.O. 
midnight, by Greyhound bus. A few yeera ago when in'^e French Ouorter with 
ny parents 1 noticed the Silver Dollar Hotel and the cheap prices so of course 
I went and checkod in there. After putting everything In my room. I went to 
Bourbon St, and fopnd a night dob where I cout^ got in W/0 draft card, I 
didn't Intend to buy many drinks, but 1 did, a. wh n the place closed at 4500 
A.M. 1 won;; back the hotel. 

Next morning at ©bout oiOO A.M, i called t^aui. He said that my parent© 
wore worried, i should call my mother etc. I told him that I wouldn't, ! 
told hlr ^ rckodl would call him. After school ! called him end asked 
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him If h© could get the cai*» He said no, so I told him to calf Diene Turner 
end then call eic back at the pay phone I was at. He called back end said 
she could get the car and asked where to meet mCk I told him I'd be waiting 
at corner of IborblJlo and Burboti.
